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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 10/04/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The rejections follow. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 1 , 5, and 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Padi in view of David. 

The Applicant is referred the teachings of Padi and David in the first Office 

action. 

The Applicant has argued that Padi's member 70 in Padi is a selection member 
not a braking member. However, the Examiner takes the position that Padi recites 
"whereby a user can roll the die and the selection member 70 will land in a given 
aperture 56 and cause the sphere to come to rest in a position" column 6, lines 35-37. 
This recitation suggests that member 70 is a braking member. 

The Applicant has also argued that David teaches that the ballast of his invention 
is to adjust the ration of skill and chance, and actually teaches away from the present 
invention which teaches and claims that the particles 18 are a braking system. 
However, the Examiner takes the position that David's ballast which consist of tungsten 
particles is a very dense material while David's die is made of a very light and thin 
shell, col. 15, lines 36-40. Also David recites "Depending upon the relative weight of the 
ballast mass as compared to the die overall weight, and the maximum displacement 
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that the ballast weight is permitted inside the die cavity and/or the amount of restraint 
to which it is subjected". This recitation suggests that the ballast is a braking member. 

4. Claims 2 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Padi in view of David as applied to claims 1 and 9 above, and further in view of Zocchi. 

The Applicant is referred to the teaching of Zocchi in the first Office action. 

5. The Applicant has argued against the Padi reference individually by reciting that 
"Nowhere does Padi recite the dice have 100 faces and a braking system". Also the 
Applicant has argued against the Zocchi reference individually by reciting that "Nowhere 
does Zocchi disclose a braking system". In response to Applicant's arguments against 
the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references 
individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re 
Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091 , 
231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986).
